man arraigned 

after car chase, 
accident 


A 20-year-old East Jordan man 
led Boyne City police on a high- 
speed chase around 5:25 p.m. on 
Monday, Dec. 20, before he lost 
control of his vehicle in the snow 
and struck a Ford pickup truck 
head-on. 

Rollie Royce, who was a suspect 
on an outstanding warrant for far- 
ceny and malicious destruction of 
property, was arraigned on multiple 
felonies in Charlevoix County Dis- 
trict Court on Dec. 21. 

According to Boyne City assis- 
tant police chief Jeffery Gettel, a 
warrant for Royce’s arrest had been 
obtained by the Charlevoix County 
Sheriff’s Department. The man’s 
location was identified at an apart- 
ment building in Boyne City, with 
surveillance done at the residence 
throughout the afternoon. When 
Royce left the building and drove 
away, Boyne City police pursued 
and made a traffic stop on the ve- 
hicle on M-75, 

When one of the officers ap- 
proached the driver’s door, Royce 
accelerated, dragging the officer a 
few feet before the officer was able 
to release himself from his door, 
Gettel said. The officer was not se- 
riously injured. 

Police pursued the suspect head- 
ing south on M-75 towards Boyne 
Falls, along with units from the 
Michigan State Police and 
Charlevoix County Sheriff’s De- 
partment. Royce eventually lost 
control of his 1991 Buick on M-75 
and struck a westbound 2000 Ford 
pickup truck driven by East Jordan 
resident Sharon Pardee, 53. 

Pardee was not injured, however, 
her passengers, Jacquelyn Thill, 54, 
and Sue Hardy, 48, both of East Jor- 
dan, received treatment at 
Charlevoix Area Hospital and were 
later released. Royce remains at 
Charlevoix County Jail. 

Following the crash, Royce fled 
on foot but was eventually appre- 
hended. He received treatment at 
Charlevoix Area Hospital for minor 
injuries and then was immediately 
arrested, Gettel said. 

Royce’s passenger, 17-year-old 
Nicole Crain, of East Jordan, re- 
ceived minor injuries during the 
crash, but refused treatment. 

The crash remains under investi- 
gation.

SCHOOL FUNDING: A LOOMING CRISIS? 
Districts facing a grim financial future

Michigan schools are facing a fi- 
nancial crisis. For three years in a 
row, state funding to public schools 
has been cut and it may be cut again 
this year, 

The question facing local schoo! 
districts is what can they do to protect 
the quality of their programs? 

Char-Em ISD Deputy Superinten- 
dent Richard Diebold and East Jordan 
Superintendent Chip Hansen ad- 
dressed the school-funding issue at 
the East Jordan Board of Education 
meeting on Dec, 20, familiarizing the 
board with the factors that have influ- 
enced and continue to influence the 
funding of public schools in Michi- 
gan, with emphasis on the impact the 
state’s financial crisis is having on 
school districts in the Char-Em ISD. 

Diebold explained that since Pro- 
posal A was passed 10 years ago, 
more than 70 so-called “tweaks” have 


been instituted. When legislators au- — 
thorize tax policy changes, the Schoo] | 


Aid Fund, which provides funding for 
the public schools, loses a source of 
its funding. Tax cuts in such areas as 
income tax, sales tax, and property 
tax cost the School Aid Fund more 
than $550 million annually, reducing 
the amount of revenue schools have 
available per student by $320 per year. 
In addition, Diebold said, Michigan’s 
economic slump and the resulting in- 
creased unemployment levels have 
contributed to the financial crisis, 
which has resulted in reductions in 
funding for public schools over the 
past three years. 

Public schools receive funding from 
the state in the form of a Student 
Foundation Grant. East Jordan and 
Boyne Falls schoo! districts currently 
receive the minimum of $6,700 per 
student; Boyne City receives $7,027 
per student. This amount normally 
increases each year to keep up with 
cost of living allowance increases. 
However, for the past three years, the 
Student Foundation Grant has been 
frozen by the state. 

For the East Jordan School District, 


this has equated to a loss of more than 
$590,000 in anticipated revenue, 
Hansen said. Furthermore, in each of 
the past two years, the state has or- 
dered mid-year reductions of this 
amount in order to balance Michigan’s 
School Aid budget. Mid-year reduc- 
tions have cost the East Jordan schools 
an additional $167,000 that was prom- 
ised but not delivered. 

In response to the reduced state 
funding, schools have been forced to 
implement permanent budget cuts, 
Hansen said. According to Hansen, 
schools in the CharEm ISD have made 
$6,055,650 in permanent cuts over 
the past four years. . 

Reductions have come by laying 
off employees, not hiring to fill va- 
cant positions, freezing staff salaries,

reducing supply and textbook bud- 
gets, and contracting out business ser- 
vices, he said. The problem is that 
schools are running out of places to 
make these permanent cuts; the next 
step will be cutting back programs, 
Hansen said. 

Boyne City has implemented bud- 
get reductions of $1.3 million. Thus 
far these cuts have not affected the 
programming Boyne City is able to 
offer. - 

“Up to this point we’ ve been very 
fortunate to keep our cuts away from 
the classroom,” said Boyne City 
Schools Superintendent Jim Cooper. 
“This is not going tocontinue if things 
don’t get better.” 


Boyne Falls Schools have not had 


to cut programs, but according to Su-

perintendent Gary Urman they may 
have to. 

we want to stay financially sol- 
vent for the next couple years and not 
get into deficit spending mode, we 
will have to make some reductions,” 
Urman said. 

Another way that local school dis- 
tricts have funded their budgets in 
light of state funding cuts is by delv- 
ing into their fund balance, or rainy 
day fund. 

This year Boyne City is projecting 
that $350,000 of its fund balance will 
be used; East Jordan has planned to 
use approximately $279,000 of its 
rainy day fund. 

“Our strategy of cutting expenses 
and reducing our fund balance to cover 
ongoing expense increases while wait- 
ing for Michigan to develop a finan- 
cia] recovery plan has worked for two 
years,” Hansen said.

Ski academy 
training starts 


next week 


The Northern Michigan 
Ski Academy training ses- 
sions start Jan. 5 at Boyne 
Mountain and Jan. 6 at 
Boyne Highlands. Training 
sessions take place from 
6:30-8:30 p.m. on Wednes- 
days at Boyne Mountain 
and Thursdays at Boyne 
Highlands. A meeting for 
parents will take place at 
both locations during the 
opening training sessions. 

The Northern Michigan 
Ski Academy (NMSA) be- 
gan more than 27 years ago 
as a program to teach area 
children the fundamentals 
of ski racing. The program 
is the only non-profit ski 
academy in the area where 
young skiers learn how to 
race and have fun on the 
snow. The Academy is run 
by volunteers who are in- 
terested in promoting the 
sport, 

Training sessions are 
held for eight weeks begin- 
ning in January, During the 
Wednesday and Thursday 
night sessions, skiers will 
ski in small groups with an 
NMSA coach. Skiers learn 
the fundamentals of ski rac- 
ing. Friday nights are open 
gate nights only at Boyne 
Mountain with courses set 
that the skiers can run as 
they wish. Coaches are 
available at the top and bot- 
tom of the courses. 

Each Sunday, from 2- 
4:30 p.m. “racing” scrim- 
mages take place. Two of 
the Sundays will offer 
timed gate racing where 
skiers ski against -the clock 
and against themselves. Six 
of the Sundays bring to- 
gether the Highlands and 
the Mountain skiers for 
combined racing. Racers 
are ranked for participation 
in the NMSA Racing Team 
that races in the Tecnica 
Cup, which brings together 
skiers from across northern 
Michigan.

'udge rules against city | 


l‘ederal judge Gordon 
(uist ruled last week that a 
i Jawsuit between the City 
ol Boyne City and the 
l'riends of the Boyne River 
be sent back to state court. 

According to Phil 


Erickson of Plunkett and ~ 
Cooney, who is representing | 


Boyne City in the litigation, 
the FOBR sued the Michi- 
gan Department of Environ- 
mental Quality on three ac- 
counts. 

The city stepped in to rep- 
resent its interests in the pro- 
cess. 

“We're intervening as a 
defendant, monitoring the 


litigation to make sure the. 


city’s interests are pro- 
tected,” Erickson said. 

The FOBR claimed a vio- 
lation of part 41 of the Natu- 
ral Resources Environmen- 
tal Protection Act (NREPA), 
which deals with permitting 
for wastewater treatment 
plants. 

“This is only the second 
such challenge in State of 
Michigan. It is very unusual 
that someone would chal- 
lenge improvements to 
treatment plant.” Erickson 
said. 

The second allegation 
against the MDEQ, accord- 
ing to Erickson, relates to 
part S51 of the NREPA, 
which deals with financing 
for wastewater treatment 
projects. As part of the Clean- 
Water Act, a State Revolv- 
ing Fund was set up to allo- 
cate federal monies to 


projects that are required 


under the act. 

The city received ap- 
proval for funding from the 
State Revolving Fund for its 
wastewater treatment plant 
project. The city would re- 
ceive a loan at less than three 
percent interest, Erickson 
said. 

“Why someone would at- 
tack the ability of a munici- 
pality to obtain low interest 
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funding is difficult to under- 
stand,” Erickson said. 

The third claim made by 
the FOBR was a violation of 
the right to due process un- 
der the U.S. Constitution. 
According to Erickson, this 
is why the city pushed the 
case into federal court. 

“We believe that we have 
the right to have a federal 
court interpret federal law 
because the plaintiff had 
plead a violation of its right 
under the U.S. Constitu- 
tion.” 

City Manager Michael 
Cain said, “We didn’t want 
to go all the way through 
state since we thought it 
might go to federal court 
anyway.” 

Federal judge Quist sided 
with the FOBR, saying that 
the issues were of concern 
to state law, rather than fed- 
eral law, and remanded the 
case to Ingham County Cir- 
cuit Court in Lansing, where 
the FOBR had originally 
filed the case, Erickson said. 

In addition, Quist ordered 
the city to pay the FOBR 
attorney fees which 
amounted to more than 
$5,000. 

“The latest ruling by a 
federal judge ts very much 
in our favor,” said Larry 
Maltby of the FOBR. 

‘We were very pleased.” 

-According to Erickson, 
this order 1s not final. 

“We have a right to appeal 
that determination. The city 
commission will make an 
informed decision. on 
whether to appeai the order,” 
he said. 

The city feels that the 
FOBR have made premature 
allegations. The FOBR are 
suing about issues related to 
part 41 of the NREPA, and 
the group’s real concern is 
with part 31, which deals 
with the discharge location, 
Erickson said. 

“The FOBR’s real issue is 
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the discharge location. They 
are suing about a permit for 
the wastewater treatment 
plant. Our view is that their 
suit is premature,” he said. 

“They're putting the cart 
before the horse.” 

When the city initially 
applied for the permit for the 
wastewater treatment plait 
a couple of years ago, two 
applications were filed: ‘a 
part 41 permit for the treat- 
ment plant and a part 31 pet 
mit for the river discharge: 

According to Erickson, 
the MDEQ has been urging 
the city for at least 10 years 
to move the wastewater dis- 


" charge location from its cur- 


rent location near the city 
beach in Lake Charlevoix to 
the Boyne River. In the 
middle of the process, the 
city decided it needed to do 
more studies with regard to 
the change of discharge lo- 
cation, and asked that a hold 
be placed on the permit. 

According to Maltby, 
“The wastewater project 
must be considered in its en- 
tirety.” 

The FOBR has no issue 
with the city building a new 
wastewater treatment plant, 
he said. The group only 
wants to make sure that the 
Boyne River is not contami- 
nated by the wastewater, 
which would run right 
through downtown Boyne 
City and would be detrimen- 
tal to trout, salmon, and 
steelhead that populate the 
river. 

According to Cain, the 
city has hired Aquatic Ecol- 
ogy Associates to look into 
the feasibility of wetland 
discharge, a study that is 
costing the city $69,000. - 

However, ‘The original 
decision to go with dis+ 
charge into the Boyne River 
is the course we’ re pursing,” 
Cain said “We see this as a 
bump in the road, but we’re 
Still going forward.”
